Problems  in  Environmental   Education.     This  is  a  three    credit    course  which 

was  offered  in  Poison,  Montana    by  the  University  of  Montana.         There  were 

about  30  persons  in  the  group  which  met  from  4:30  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  once  per 
week  for  six  weeks. 

This  was  a  field-taught  class  which  divided  into  five  or  six  small  grouos  to 
study  such  things  as  Forestry,  Soils,  Ponds  and  Wildlife.  For  example,' there 
were  five  persons  in  the  Wildlife  group  who  carried  out  their  study  at  the 
Pablo  Reservoir.  Each  person  chose  a  subject  to  research  such  as  the  coyote, 
ducks,  Canada  geese.  Each  person  informally  gave  a  briefing  on  their .  research 
to  the  others  in  the  class. 

From  time  to  time,  experiments  were  conducted.  Also,  each  small  group  part- 
icipated in  the  research  of  the  other  groups.  At  the  end  of  each  evening  the 
total  group  got  together  for  a  little  1  urich  and  a  critique  of  the  day.

The  two  days  of  action-packed  meetings  are  held  quarterly  in  various  places  all 
oyer  the  State.  Concerns  have  included:  the  environment,  legislation,  the  Con- 
stitution, education,  the  justice  system  and  many  others.  We  take  a  lot  home 
with  us  from  these  meetings. 

I  think  that  MACCY  contributed  to  the  1970-71  White  House  Conferences  on  Children 
and  Youth  and  also  got  a  lot  out  of  the  meetings.  MACCY  had  an  important  part 
in  getting  a  children's  rights  section  into  the  1972  Montana  Constitution.  The 
group  backs  an  issue  when  100%  of  the  members  are  behind  it. 

I  have  hope  when  seeing  people  communicate  like  they  do  in  MACCY.  If  we  can  get 
together  this  way  on  a  state-wide  basis,  then  we  should  be  able  to  '  snake  great 
things  happen  in  our  local   communities.

Mountainarts,  incorporated  as  a  non-profit  corporation,  was  started 
through  community  interest  in  a  vacant  downtown  business  building, 

"angeled"  by  the  publisher  of  the  town  newspaper.  It  is  supported  by 
approximately  100  local  patron  families  at  $15.00  per  family  and  manred 
by  unpaid  volunteers. 

It  is  primarily  a  teaching  facility  to  bring  together  the  local   talent- 
ed (often  retired)  and  the  local   interested.       Courses  so  far    offered 
have  included  drawing,  painting,  European  knitting,  pottery,  cake  dec- 
orating, furniture  building  and  refinishing,  guitar,  batik,     beginning 
knitting,  sculpture,  children's  art.     This  program  is  supported  by  min- 
imal  tuition  plus   30%  of  all   sales  in  the  shop. 

Secondary  motive  is  to  provide  an  outlet  for  work  of  local  craftsmen. 
There  are  70  consignors,  all   local. 

This  has  proved  to  be  an  asset  to  the  town  which  has  crossed  the  ages 
and  interests  of  many  people  in  the  community.

Social   Power/Legislative  Awareness  Pro.iect.     Young  people  to  be  aware  that      the 
legislative  level   is  the  place  to  use  social   power,  and  that  it  can  be  done. 

For  five  weeks  during  the  Montana  Legislature,  a  group  of  16  4-H  members  (age  14- 
17)  met  each  Thursday  from  4:00  to  6:00  p.m.  The  first  hour  was  devoted  to  study- 
ing, selecting  or  discussing  bills  in  which  they  were  interested.  Then  there  was 
a  half-hour  conference  phone  call  with  a  Legislative  Assistant  in  Helena  to  dis- 
cuss specific  bills.  (He  was  called  on  Tuesdays  as  to  which  bills  to  check.)  The 
last  half-hour  was  discussion  again  and  pro  -  con  debates. 

The  kids  put  a  big  scoreboard  on  the  wall  and  each  one  kept  track  of  two  or  three 
diiis.  They  called  Helena  Thursday  mornings  to  update  their  bills'  progress  on 
T-M6  cndru* 

The  project  ended  with  a  trip  to  Helena  which  included  role-playing  a  Committee 
Hearing;  each  member  interviewing  a  County  Legislator  on  specific  bills  including 
controversial  ones;  attending  a  Hearing  on  one  of  the  bills  the  group  had  studied 
and  debated;  watching  the  Senate  and  House  in  action. 

Evaluation?  Super!  We  had  100%  attendance  except  for  illness  and  unaviodable  ab- 
sence. Four  adults  helped.  They  went  through  "the  course"  too.  Final  evaluation 
must  wait  upon  the  future.

AND  YOUTH  CONFERENCE 

Two  hundred  high  school  students  part- 
icipated in  the  '1974  North  Dakota  State- 
house  Conference  on  Children  and  Youth 
in  Bismarck,  September  "  15-17.  High 
schools  and  their  student  councils  sel- 
ected their  delegates. 

Following  learning  and  discussions  with 
resource  persons,  the  youth  formulated 
resolutions  to  be  presented  to  State 
government  and  civic  leaders  as  expres- 
sions of  their  views.  Not  all  resolutions 
could  be  voted  upon  because  of  time 
limitation.  Some  resolutions  will  be 
voted  by  ballot  and  submitted  after  the 
conference. 

Resolutions  included:  Expression  of  the 
need  for  runaway  houses,  changing  the 
legal  age  of  majority  to  18  in  '  North 
Dakota,  payment  of  the  minimum  wage  to 
babysitters  working  over  20  hours  per 
week  in  one  home,  passage  of  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment,  need  for  family  life 
education  at  all  levels  from  kindergarten 


through  high  school,  better  understand- 
ing of  alcoholism,  reducing  the  penalty 
for  first  offense  for  possession  of 
marijuana,  need  for  more  ecological 
study  prior  to  coal  development  and  that 
legal  adoptions  of  children  involve  a 
licensed  adoption  agency.

Possible  projects  suggested  are  a  community 
center  to  house  the  Town  offices,        fire 
department,  ambulance  garage,  meeting  rooms, 
town  library  and  day  care  center;     expan- 
sion of  the  Madison  Valley     Hospital    'and 
Nursing  Home;   build  a  town  swimming  pool; 
a  town  cleanup  and  beautifi cation        pro- 
ject, promotion  of  wild  life  conservation;

CAMP    HELD  FOR 
17th   YEAR 


Junior  Citizens  Camp,  a  specialized  annual  camp  for  troubled  youth  12  to  15 
years  of  age  who  are  referred  by  public  agencies  working  with  youth,  was  held 
July  11  through  19,  1974.  The  camp  is  sponsored  by  the  Montana  Association 
of  Churches  and  held  at  the  Templed  Hills  Camp  south  of  Livingston  in   the 
Absarokee  Mountains.  The  camp  is  not  a  religious  training  camp. 

Clark  Welch  spent  two  days  orienting  the  Camp  Staff  of  18  adults  prior  to  the 
arrival  of  15  girls  and  26  boy  campers.  The  orientation  was  planned  to  aid 
the  cabin  leaders'  understanding  of  the  needs  of  troubled  youth  for  positive 
associations  with  adults  and  providing  insights  to  their  feelings  and  self- 
image.  The  staff  studied  it's  own  self-imagery  and  ability  to  relate  to  the 
needs  of  the  campers.

HALF- INCH  VIDEO  TAPE 
INTRODUCES  MACCY s  TO 
COMMUNICATION  REVOLUTION 


At  the  September,  1974  meeting  of  the  Montana  Advisory  Council  on  Children 
and  Youth  (MACCY)  at  Flathead  Lake,  nearly  a  dozen  participants  used  the 
portable  equipment  to  video  tape  the  sessions  from  Friday  evening  throuqh 
Saturday  evening. 

Director  of  the  experience  was  James  R.   Ludwig  of  Flathead  Valley  Community 
College  who  used  segments  from  the  tapes   for  the  final   evaluation     session 
on  Sunday  morning.     He  pointed  out  that  the  shooting  was  done  by  the  part- 
icipants themselves  with  a  minimum  of  on-the-spot  training,  emphasizing  con- 
tent rather  than  technique.     Ludwig  predicted  that  the  1/2"  video  tape  can 
cause  a  revolution  in  communication. 

Some  of  the  12-14  year  olds  at  the  meeting  were  fascinated  with  the  equip- 
ment and  learned  to  use  it  as   readily  as  some  of  the  older  participants. 
Many  expressed  surprise  that  the  operating  and  production  procedures  of 
the  equipment  could  be  learned  in  such  a  short  time. 

Opened  up  were  the  possibilities  for  educational  and  community  service  pro- 
gramming, service  to  widely  dispersed  and  diverse  populations,  in-home  in- 
formation/education for  advancement  of  goals,  and  programming  created  by 
community  groups. 

Montanans  will    follow  with  interest  the  Total    Community  Education  program 
of  Flathead  Valley  Community  College  begun  in  1973  with  a  series  of  interest 
to  older  Americans,   a  travel   show  and  a  conversational    Spanish  course.
